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INFLUENCE 
or THE 
AMERICAN REVOLUTION 
UPON THE 

HUMAN tbODY. 

{From Medical Inquiries and Oh/ervati- 
ons, by Benjamin Kusu, M.D.) 

HERE were fevera! circumftances 

peculiar tothe American revoluti- 
oo, which thould be mentoned previ- 
oufly to an account of the influence of 
the events which accompanied it, upoa 
the h uraan body. 

1. The revolution iaterefied every ia- 
habitant of che country, of both texes, 
aod of every rank and age, that was cap- 
able of refiection. 4n inditherent, or 
meutral fpectator of the concroverfy, 
was icarcely to be found in any of the 
Mates. 

2. The {cenes of war, and the govern- 
moent wh 4 it incroduce’d, were new to 
thegreatelt part of the ishabitanrs of the 
United States, and operated with all the 
force of novelty upon the human mind. 

3. The controverfy was conceived to 
be the moft important of any that had 
ever engaged the attention of mankind.— 
Ic was generally believed, by the friends 
of the revolution, that the very exiflence 
of freedom, upon our globe, was involv- 
ed in the iflue of the conteft in favour of 
the United Scates, 

4. The American revolution included 
in tt the cares of government, as well as 
the toile and dangers of war. The A- 
merican mind was, therefore, frequently 
occupied, at the fame time, by the difficult 
and complicated duties of political and 
moilicary fife. 

s. The revolution was condu@ed by 
men who had been worn free, and whole 
fenfe of the bleffing: of liberty was, of 
courfe, more exquifice than: if they had 
ju’ emerged from a ttate of flavery. 

6. Thegreatelt part of the foldiersin 
the armies of the United States had fa- 
mily connections and property in the 
country. 

9. The war was carried on by the A- 
mericans, again a nationto whom they 
had long been tied by the numerous ovli- 
gations of c nfangui ity, laws, religion, 
commerce, lanzuage, intereft, &a mutual 
fenfe of rational glory. The refentr- 
ments of the Ainericans of courle rofe, 
as is u'ua! in all difputes, in proportion 
to the number and torce of thele agciear 

bonds of aficfliva and union, 


8. A predilection te 2 fimited mos- 
archy, as an effential part of a free and 
fafe government, and an atrachment to 
the reigning king of Greac Britain, (with 
avery few exceptions) were univertal in 
every pare of the United States, 

9. There was at onetime a fuddes 
diffolution of civil gevernment in a//, & 
of ecclefiaRtical eftadlithments in /everal 
of the flates. 

10. The expences ofthe war were fup- 
ported by means of a paper currency, 
which was cootinually depreciating. 

From the aétion of each of thefe caufes 
and frequently from their combination in 
the fame perions, effects might reafona- 
bly be expecicd. both upon the mind and 
body, which have feldom occurred; or if 
they have, I believe, were never fully 
recorded in any age or country. 

It might afford {ome uleful inftrudios, 
to point out the influence of the railitary 
and political events of the revolution up- 
on the underflandings, pathons, and me- 
rals of the cit zens of the United States 
but my bufinefs in the prefent inquiry, te 
only to take notice of the influecce ef 
thefe events upon the human body, thro” 
the medium of the mind. 

1 thall fir mention the effets of tha 
military, and fecondly, of the political 
events of the revolution, The lafimuf 
be confidered in a two fold view, ac- 
cordingly as they are affecte. the triends 
er the enemies of che revolution, 

1. In treating of the etteéts of the mi- 
licary events, 1 thal! take notice, firft, of 
theiafluence of adiua/ war, and, fecend- 
ly, of the influence ot the military life. 

In the beginning of a battle, | have ob 
ferved t4irji to be a very common fenfa- 
tion arpong both officers and foldiers. Ie 
eccured where no exercile or action of 
the body could have excited ir. 

Many officers have iaformed me, that 
after the firtt onfer in a bale, they fels 
a glow of heat, fo univerfal as to be per- 
ceptable in both their ears. This was 
the cafe in a particular manner, in the 
battle of Princeton, on the third of Ja. 
nuary, in the year 1777, on which day 
the weather was rémarka‘ly cold, 

A veteran colonel! of a New-England 
regiment, whom I vifited at Princeton, 
anid who was wounded in the hand at the 
battle of Monmouth, on the 28th of 
June, 1778, (a day io which the mercury 
flood at 90° of FParenheit’s thermometer) 
after defcribing his fituation at the time 
he received his wound, concluded his 
Rory by remarking, that ‘' ae 
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hot work oo a cold day, but much more 
foon a warm day.’’ The many inflances 
which appeared after that memorable bat- 
tle, of foldiers who were found among 
the (lain without any marks of wounds 
or violence upon their bodies, were pro- 
bably occafioned by the heat excited in 
the body by che emotiens of the miad, 
being added to that of the atmofphere, 
Soldiers bore operations of every kind 
immediately after a battle, with much 


| more fortivude than they cid at apy ime 


afterwards.
